MlEBLgHBAD, Mass., Dec. 20.— Fire 
started on Christinas night in tho collar 
of Daniel Powers' store, which was con- 
nected with his residence. A Christmas 
party was going on thore at tho time. 
Tho explosion shook tho wholo building 
and tho guests .rushed from the house. 
Powers v,'.-.s Kick in bed and was with dif- 
ficulty removed. The Haniea spread rap- 
idly and adjoining buildings wero soon in 
a blaze. The buildings burned liko tin- 
der, despite the. otforts of the firemen, and 
in a few hours a largo area was covered by 
the fire.

The steamer Liof Erickson burned to 
tho water's edge on Monday evening 
about 6 o'oloCk off Alki Point, five miles 
west of .Seattle. 

Tho Eriokaoi) wus a propeller of 24 tons 
burthen and plied between Seattle and 
Sydney, Mason county, and was en ruide. 
to that point when tho accident occurred. 
The lire broke out in the pilot houso and

Another theory is that n demijohn in 
the pilot houso was broken and tho 
whisky ran through to tho boiler and ig- 
nited.

Capt. John H. Nibbo, owner of tho 
boat, was in oomnahd.

Ho could not give his name and kept cry- 
ing fire and murder, and would at times 
call out to his wife, who is said to have 
been the first person to jump from the 
Erickson when she took tire. Tho other 
unknown men were picked up in an un- 
conscious condition and wero resuscitated 
with great difficulty. All of thoso res- 
cued by Skagit's Chief's men wero placed 
on the Mountaineer and rehired to Seat- 
tle. Tho Mountaineer probably saved 
ten men and Politkofsky ono. The en- 
gineer of tho Erickson is reported to have 
stayed at his post and perished in the 
flames. 

Ono of the passengers said that the fire 
originated near tho bow and if ordinary 
precaution bad been used could have been 
extinguished. He paid that there was no 
life-boat or raft on board, that tho only 
life-saving apparatus consisted of a num- 
ber of life-preservers. When the steamer 
first caught lire she was headed toward 
shore but the tiller ropes broke and she 
camo up in tho strong wind that was 
blowing. 



CABLE NEWS. 

The CiiiiiimlKU Ended. 

London, Doc. 20.— Tho military ofli- 
oials at Suakin are making efforts to per-

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L0KU DUFFKR1N ON INDIA. 

Tho attention of tho people of Great 
Britain litis been directed by Lord Duffer- 
in to the greatness of their Indian Em- 
pire and to tho responsibilities which its 
possession involves. Just previous to his 
departure from India the late Govcrnor- 
Gonoral made a speech which will bo long 
remembered. It was very unlike many 
or the gay and sparkling utterances with 
which he delighted Oahadian audiences. 
It was, Us all his public deliverances are, 
caro f t:lly and elegantly worded, but in the 
importance of the matter tho rondor for- 
gets to admire the felicity of the style. 
It was a serious speech on a aoriotia sub- 
ject. It is needless to say that bis words 
of wisdom and warning were well received 
by those who heard them and it is no 
doubt they will obtain tho consideration 
they deserve from those for whose assist- 
ance and guidance they were intended, 
tl is lordship did not address his audience 
as tho Governor-General of India who 
was on the point of handing over tho 
authority with which he had been invested 
to his successor, but rather, as ho play- 
fully said, "as some intelligent traveller 
who has come to India for three months 
with the intention of writing encyclopaedic 
work on the government and people and 
is therefore able to speak ill a spirit of in- 
fallibility — denied to lesser won. " But 
no tourist could in Lhroe months, or erven 
in a life-time, have gained tho informa- 
tion which he, as head of the executive, 
was able to collect, and there aro very few 
men of his time, whether thoy are travel- 
lers or statesmen, who have the ability to 
make such goo.l use of the knowledge 
they have been ablo to acquire as Lord 
Diifferin. He directed the attention of 
his hearers first to tho vastnesa of the 
British Empire in India. "It is," he 
said, " equal at size, if Itussia is excluded, 
to the entire continent of Europe, with a 
population of 250,000,000 souls, composed 
of a largo number of distinct nationalities, 
professing different religions, practising 
diverse rites, and speaking different lan- 
guages." The Indian population, he went 
on to show, is divided into two mighty 
political communities — the Hindoo* num- 
bering 100,000,000 and the Mahomedans 
50,000,000, oaoh havinng distinctive char- 
acteristics, religious, social, and ethnologi- 
cal. Then there arc also in India a num- 
ber of minor nationalities, some of them 
numbered by millions, differing in habits 
and ways of life, and whose interests aro 
diverse. The task of governing this im- 
inenSu alien population wisely and equit- 
ably is as groat and as difficult: a one as 
ever tiny nation, ancient or niodorn, over 
undertook. Then the Government of 
India exercises a supervision over somo 
orie hundred and seventeen native states. 
"Tho mere enumeration of those di- 
versified elements must suggest to the 
most unimaginative mind a picture of as 
complicated a social and political organ- 
ization as has over taxed human inge- 
nuity togovam and administer." But tho 
enumeration doua not end hero. There is 
in India a largo number of British resi- 
dents whosu interests must bo protected 
and who must be taught so to comport 
themselves towards tho native raous as to 
make British rule thoro not only toler- 
able but desirable. Then there are im- 
mense British interests in the country to 
be protected. British capital is largely 
invested in Indian enterprises fcf one 
kind and another. British capitalists 
have constructed railroads in India, thoy 
have gone into tea planting and into tho 
cultivation of indigo and juto and a 
hundred other undertakings. The amount 
of their investments is £220,000,<X)0. 
Not the least dillicult of tho dut.io4 of the 
Government of India is to keop tho coun- 
try in Mich a state that those who, rely- 
ing on tho power and the stability of the 
government, have expended their money 
in developing its resources, can have that 
security which they may reasonably re 
quire for the safety of their investment*, 
Then the relations. i)f the Govern 
mont of India with foreign pow 
ers are often delicate. Itussia on 
the north is aggressive and prone 



conquest of Upper Bttfinah would not bo 
resented by tho Chinoso Government. 
India has diplomatic difficulties peculiar 
to itself, whioh vii.\ko it necessary to hare 
at tlio head of its administration ablo, ex- 
perienced ami prudent men. 

Recently 'there lnis been a movement 
among educated native Indians to 
have representative institutions estub 
lished in thut part of Her Majesty's 
Empire. It cun easily bo soon timt 
an Indian Parliament would have to 
be one of the most intelligent, most 
judicious and most moderate that over ox 
isted, and that it should have behind it 
an onlightenod public opinion. A great 
part of tho Marquis of Dutforin's spooch 
was dovoted to showing that India iB not 
in a. position to pormit of tho establish- 
ment within it of representative institu- 
tions. Of the whole population of British 
India not uioro than six per cent, cun 
reaci or write, while less than one por cent, 
have any kuowledgo of English. The 
mass of the population — "the people"— 
are densely ignorant. Thoy have no 
knowledge whatever of democratic meth- 
ods. Thoy do not oven know what the 
power of tho peoplo means and would cer- 
tainly bo utterly unable to usoitifit 
wer-o placed in their bunds. These people 
are accustomed to boing ruled despotically 
ami have no appreciation of any other 
kind of government. Then the educated 
class of natives of India, relative to tho 
whole population, is vory small indeed. 
According to Lord Utifl- s-va during "the 
last twenty-five years probably not half 
a million of students have passed out of 
tho schools of 1 ndia with a good knowl 
edsge of English, there being perhaps n 
million more with a smattering. G'oiiso 
qucntly it may be said that out of a pop 
illation of 200,000,000 only a very few 
thousands may bo considered to posse.su 
an adequate qualification so far as etlitca 
donatio* acquaintaneo'with Westesn ideas, 
or evsn. Eastern learning are concerned.foi' 
taking an intelligent view of thoso intri 
cato and complicated economic and politi- 
cal questions affecting the destinies of 
many millions of men that aro daily pre- 
sented for tho consideration of the 
(radian)' Government." It would bo 
singular kind of democratic government 
that could bo established among a people 
who aro uime<i uain'od with the vory lirst 
principles of self-government, who have 
no practical knowledge of representative 
government, and among whom there is 
really no educated class. Everyone must 
Ben that a despotic government which per 
forms its functions even tolerably well is 
much better adapted to such a people 
than a government under Democratic 
forms without either the spirit on the in- 
telligence necessary to give efficacy to 
representative institutions. Lord Dtitforin 
was, no doubt, right when he said; " li 
tho prosent condition of India thoro can 
be no real or effective representation of 
tho people, with their enormous numbers/ 
multifarious interests and tesselated na- 
tionalities. They (tho native agitators) 
ought to see that all the strength, powor 
and intelligence of the British Govdrri 
ooeixt are applied to preventing one race 
cr one religion from acquiring dominion 
over another. " 

The agitators will nut like the whole 
some advice given by the Lord DuU'erin 
or his exposure of their utter inability to 
perform the herculean task of governing 
I ndia. There is good reason too for be- 
lieving that even if they had the know 
ledge required of the rulers of India they 
would not be able to du the work. They 
aro not of tho breed of self-governing 
peoples.

Tho indications are that tho peoplo of 
tho United States will, before vory long, 
have work on their hands which will put 
all thoughts of the annexation of Cans 
out of their heads. Tho negro problem 
will require all the brains and all the civic 
virtue they possess for its solution 
judge by their present mode of treating 
the negro, it is not unreasonable to con 
elude that thoy will find tho solutioi 
of that problem, if they over do solve it, 
through much tribulation. Tho mon of 
tho South do not seem ablo to regard the 
Tiejjro, aM far as his rights as a citizen art 
concerned, their equal. They aro evi- 
dently bound to koep the "nigger in liis 
place," that is to deny him many of tl 
rights which the. white man exorcism as a 
matter of eourso and without question. 
Socially, they in a thousand ways make 
him feel jthat they consider lum til in 
ferior. They won't ride in tho same cur 
with him, they won't sit with hint at the 
same tablo in hotels and restaurants, thoy 
won't, even worship in tho same church an 
ho does. It is declared, and it is hardly 
denied, that his possession of political 
rights is a mere sham. Ho in not allowed 
to exercise them when ho differs from the 
majority of his white fellow-citizens. 
When a white man commits an outrage 
on a negro it is in all cases 
dillicult, and in some impossible, for the 
negro to obtain anything like justice. 
But when a negro injures a white fclloiv- 
eitizen, either in person or properly, the 
law is put on his track immediately, mid 
ho may think liiinstdf fortunate if his 
crime is not suiiunurily and cruelly pun- 
ished without the interposition of tho 
courts of law. Thoro seems to be no 
doubt that in tho Southern Slutes there is 
practically one hvt for the white man 
and another, and ail i n finitely more so- 
vore one, for tho negro. Tlio negroes 
may put up with this statu of things for 
a time with soino dogreo of patience and 
submission. They learned tho habitwhen 
in slavery to suffer h justice silently and 
without seeking to bo avenged of the 
wrongs iiillietud oil thorn. Hut tho habits 
of thought and feeling acquired in slavery 
will in time bo thrown off, and the negro 
will begin to assert his rights as a cit- 
izen, and to insist upon being the white 
man's equal before the law", Ho will not 
quietly permit his white noighbors to

son or his grandson. Tho white inhabit- 
ants of the South must soon assume a 
vory different attitude towards him than 
that which ho has lakon since emancipa- 
tion. Tho question is, will ho adapt him- 
self to the now conditions, or will he con- 
tinue to act us tho bluok man's muster or 
superior ? If ho does tho latter, thoro 
will bo trouble. In this conflict of races 
which sido will the men of tho . «>';'»h and 
West take? Will thoy sido with the mon 
of their race, or will they take tho black 
mail's part and insist upon his having 
fair play. If thoy determine to assert the 
supremacy of the law, tha sooner thoy 
begin to act with spirit and determination 
tho bettor for all concerned.
